GOVERNMENT. 

We  do  believe  is  the  divine  rights  of 
Kings,  and  of  Governors,  of  Magistrates 
and  rulers,  of  teachers  and  of  parents. 
Government  in  its  various  spheres  of  juris¬ 
diction;  in  all  its  grades  of  position,  high 
or  subordinate ;  in  all  its  ramifications  of 
original  or  delegated  authority,  is  entitled 
to  respect  and  even  reverence.  It  rightful¬ 
ly  fleirta'iTdveWriffiriWfTiJTT* 
unquestioning,  unconditional  obedience  ; 
this  is  essential  to  its  lile  and  tbe  exercise 
of  its  functions.  But  it  also  properly 
claims  .support — a  cordial,  unqualified, 
cheerful  support;  this  is  necessary  to  its 
usefulness  and  efficiency. 

We  do  not  subscribe  to  the  dogma  that 
“  the  King  can  do  no  wrong,”  nor  to  the 
principle  of  entail  by  which  tbe  Govern 
mental  authority  and  power  are  held  to  be 
the  rightful  inheritance  of  the  chance  heir, 
irrespective  of  qualifications  of  mind  or 
fitness  of  character. 

The  source  of  all  authority  and  power 
and  government  is  in  God— necessarily  and 
rightfully  in  God — the  Almighty  Creator 
and  upholder  of  all  things,  the  infinitely 
wise  and  merciful  Ruler.  It  is  therefore 
well  said  by  the  inspired  word,  "The  Lord 
is  a  God  of  knowledge;  by  him  actions  are 
weighed.  Promotion  cometh  neither 
from  the  East,  nor  from  the  West,  nor 
from  the  South.  But  God  is  the  Judge; 
He  putteth  down  one,  and'setteth  up  an 
other;  the  Lord  mnketh  poor  and  maketh 
rich ;  He  bringeth  low  and  liftetb  up;  He 
removeth  kings  and  setteth  up  kings;  He 
glveth  wisdom  unto  the  wise,  and  knowl¬ 
edge  to  them  that  know  understanding.” 

Government  ia  at  the  foundation  of  law 
and  order;  it  is  the  basis  of  internal  peace, 
social  stability  and  general  prosperity. 

Hence  anything  that  weakens  confidence 
in  the  government,  and  respect  for  Its  sn 
thorixed  agents,  should  be  regarded  as  ini 
mlc*I  to  tbe  beet  interests  of  tbe  subjects 
and  opposed  to  righteousness. 

Any  person  whose  language  and  influ 
ence  has  a  tendency  to  undermine  rightful 
authority,  or  withhold  aid  and  comfort 
from  the  legitimate  rulers,  is  the  worst  en 
nmy  of  tha  true  interests  of  the  state,  the 
community,  the  family  and  thocitixeu.  We 
do  not  see  how  tbeec  principles  or  this  po¬ 
sition  can  be  denied  by  intelligent  or  right 
minded  men,  and  our  conviction  ia  that 
their  importance  cannot  be  overrated 
They  should  therefore  be  assiduously  in 
culcated  ia  tba  formation  and  training  of 
the  youthful  mind,  and  wa  think  they 
should  be  strongly  asserted  and  exacted  in 
the  control  of  men. 

Government  whether  of  the  home,  the 
school,  or  the  state,  being  in  every  eaa 
eoatial  to  order,  tranquility  and  other  hen 
•flolal  retails,  is  no  child's  play  ;  it  Is' 
fearful  responsibility  and  of  fsr  reaching 
consequences.  Chosen  in  the  order  of 
P residence  the  office  of  magistrate  it  dele¬ 
gated  by  tha  Ruler  of  the  universe,  ”  The 
powers  that  be  am  ordained  of  God.” 

With  these  preliminary  remarks  let  us 
look  a  little  fiuthm  into  the  diffsrant 


sea  ot  government.  Naturally  we  begin 
with ;

This  wan  “  net  of  blood,  nor  of  the 
will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  uian, 
but  of  God.”  Direct  from  tha  Supreme 
Ruler,  it  was  specifically  appointed  and  es¬ 
tablished  by  bis  wise  and  unfailing  law, 
forever.  We  lament  the  deterioration  of 
character  it  has  suffered  in  modern  times. 
It  is  evident  that  home  government  and 
discipline  are  not  wlist  they  used  to  be. 
Wc  do  not  stop  to  inquire  into  tbs  cease  of 
this,  whether  from  the  increasing  uuto- 
wardnrss  of  "Young  America,”  or  the 
natural  Unity  oi  parental  training  arising 
from  increase  of  doiuustie.  cares  and  the 
Imperious  requirements  ot  business,  and 
othcT  circumstances,  attributable  to  the  ez 
acting  demands  of  this  progtessive  age. 
Our  present  thought  is  to  consider  its  char¬ 
acter  and  consequences. 

The  first  authority  and  control  experi 
cnced  by  the  individual  is  that  of  tbe  pa- 
reut  and  ia  the  sway  ot  love.  It  is  neces¬ 
sarily  arbitrary  and  dogmatic,  but  not 
therefore  tbe  less  affectionate  and  beneficial. 
Its  intrinsic  excellence  ia  determined  by 
the  attributes  of  discretion,  wisdom,  saga¬ 
city,  patience,  self  control,  Ac.,  possessed 
by  the  parent.  This  is  not  the  rule  of  mo¬ 
ral  suasion,  but  of  ipse  dixit,  not  of  reason¬ 
ing  to  gain  the  voluntary  assent  of  the 
child,  but  of  will,  enforced,  if  need  be,  by 
physical  compulsion.  It  acta  under  a 
sense  of  moral  responsibility  and  dares  not 
shrink  from  its  heaven  imposed  obligations. 
Conscious  of  their  eternal  accountability 
the  true  parents  would  not  evade  their 
high  trust,  but  carry  an  ever  present  con- 
vtction  of  the  day  of  reckoning  when  they 
must  tender  an  account  of  their  steward¬ 
ship. 

This  government  ia  in  the  strictest  sense 
and  the  most  obvious  necessity,  despotic  ; 
but  it  is  the  reign  of  instinctive  law  and 
of  natural  affection.  It  beholds  in  its  sub- 
jeets  a  reproduction  of  the  original  type 
of  sell,  and  an  opportunity  to  cultivate  and 
improve  upon  the  model,  till  the  ideal  of 
l>e:iuty  and  perfection,  cherished  through 
all  the  centuries,  shall  at  length  be  reached 
Thus  the  theory  and  principle  of  parental 
government  is  set  forth.  But  there  are  to 
inauy  short  comings  in  qualification  or  io 
practice,  that  tbe  desiied  ends  are  seldom 
attained.  In  this  starting  point  of  human 
govci  ninent  should  be  laid  the  fonndation 
for  all  modifications  and  varieties  of  or¬ 
ganized  control.  Submission,  respect, 
obedience,  are  etsenti»l  qualities  in  the 
subject  of  whatever  government.  Unless 
these  be  inculcated  and  inwrought  into  the 
character  under  the  parental  roof,  it  will 
be  naucb  more  difficult  to  establish  them 
in  the  sehool  room  and  the  state.  Indeed 
we  can  hardly  doobt  that,  if  parental 
training  and  discipline  were  more  judi 
cions,  vigorous  and  persistive,  young  men 
and  maturt  persona,  would  more  heartily 
recognize  the  claims  of  all  “  the  powers 
that  he”  whether  in  school,  or  church,  in 
society  or  in  state,  and  would  be  un 
speokably  happier  and  more  useful  in 
consequence. 

Disrespect,  dishonor,  disobedience  to 
parents  begets  evil  the  moment  it  is  in 
dulged  and  tolerated,  and  ia  ominous 
of  ill  to  all  governmental  control  I 


HOME  MATTERS 
BLOOMFIELD. 

Cbxtbai.  Uatoa  School.— An  hour's ooll 
at  our  fine  Public  School  produced  a  good 
impression  of  Us  preseut  status  and  future 
promise.  Usually, there  arc  aouit  500  pu¬ 
pil*  distributed  among  tea  classes,  each 
with  its  own  teacher,  and  all  and*  tha 
supervision  of  tba  accomplished  Principal 
J.  Henry  Root,  A.M. 

The  building  is  large,  pleasantly  situa¬ 
ted,  and  well  appointed,  and  furnished 
with  all  .the  most  approved  appliances  and 
conveniences  for  the  purpoee  of  promoting 
tbe  education  of  our  children. 

Tbe  order  was  excellent  and  general  in¬ 
terest  was  manifested  by  tbe  children. 
Our  conclusions  wet*  1st  that  the  teachers 
have  secured  the  respect  and  affection  of 
their  pupils  ,  Sod  that  the  qualifications 
and  devotion  of  the  teachers  ia  evident  ;  8d 
that  the  scholars  are  interested,  intelligent 
and  ambitioua ;  4lh  that  tbe  classes  gene¬ 
rally  are  makiug  solid  progress. 

These  are  not  superficial  or  careless  in 
ferencev.  A  longer  examination  would 
have  improved  our  opportunity  of  judging, 
but  we  are  satisfied  that  our  conclusions 
are  quite  correct.  We  shall  hope  soon  to 
spend  a  longer  time  there,  and  will  per¬ 
haps  name  the  pupil  then  that  evidences 
the  greatest  general  improvement  in  each 
class. 

It  is  gratifying  to  state  that  Mr.  John 
Sherman,  one  of  the  trustee*,  is  much  inte¬ 
rested  in  this  school  and  makes  it  a  point 
to  visit  it  every  week. 

In  Central  Avenue,  (or  Broad  street)  oa 
the  east  side,  the  walks  were  well  freed, 
and  in  Frankli  ustreet,  also.  On  the  west 
side  of  Central  Avenue,  between  Liberty 
street  and  Belleville  Avenue,  (except  ia 
front  of  the  unoccupied  parsonage,  and  of 
the  prospective  Library  site,  and  below) 
they  were  splendily  cleared. 

In  Liberty  street  and  la  Belleville  Ave., 
and  in  corae  others,  possibly,  there  had 
been  little  or  no  care  to  clear  tbe  aide 
walk*  up  to  Thursday  night. 

On  the  whole,  ia  paeeing  through  the 
village,  one  cannot  but  notice  a  vast  im 
provement  in  this  matter  over  the  careless 
indifference  which  prevailed  last  winter, 
before  the  Gaxxtte  aroused  the  people  to 
the  importance,  the  comfort  and  the  be¬ 
nevolence  of  due  attention  to  it. 

On  Sunday  afternoon  last,  the  Union 
Oolored  Sabbath  School  held  their  Tenth 
anniversary.  The  occasion  was  one  of  a 
good  deal  of  interest.  The  infant  elate 
composed  of  a  dozen  or  more  of  the  color¬ 
ed  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
ten,  did  themselves  as  well  as  their  teach 
era  no  little  credit. 

After  answering  a  number  of  questions, 
they  recited  in  concert  the  28d  Psalm 
without  hesitation  or  mistake. 

The  present  roll  of  the  school  is  sixty- 
five,  and  under  the  efficient  superintend- 
eney  of  Mr.  J.  G.  JBrooghton,  sad  th«| 
school. is  ia  a  flourishing  condition.

Eastern  Railroad,  and  bought  a  ticket  for 
Montclair  Then  I  took  my  seat  In  one  of 
the  can  forming  the  Chicago  Express,  and 
in  a  few  minutes  more  I  was  on  my  way  to 
Mootclofr.  going  at  the  rale  of  26  miles  an 
hour.  After  crossing  Bergen  Hill,  1  «w 
the  old  tunnel,  (now  unused)  through 
which,  flxly  years  ago,  the  trains  on  tb* 
Morris  anfMEeaex  Railroad,  used  to  plod 
their  way  to  and  from  Montclair.  Tbe 
Atlantic,  Pacific  and  Graat  Eastern  Rail 
Road  ha*  quite  a  history,  as  wa*  told  to 
me  by  the  Conductor.  The  division  from 
New  York  to  the  New  Jersey  Slate  was 
built  about  the  yenr  1870  and  wa*  then 
called  the  "Midland"  Montclair  Dir iaiun. 

I*  waa  built  by  J.  H.  Platt,  of  MonUlbir, 
(or  rather  under  hi*  direction)  at  a  great 
expeuse.  It  got  in  debt  heavily  and  was 
■old  st  auction  in  1879,  and  bought  in  by 
the  National  Air  Line  Railroad  Company, 
and  from  them  it  was  purchased  by  the 
preaent  corporation.  It  i»  now  a  great 
through  Passenger  and  Freight  Railroad, 
leading  from  New  York  to  Chicago,  with 
eight  Express  trains  each  way,  dally,  all  of 
which  stop  at  Montclair.  It  is  doing  an 
immense  business. 

In  25  minutes  I  was  landed  at  Walnut 
street  station,  Montclair,  and  as  I  saw  an 
inviting  Restaurant,  at  157  Walnut  Street, 
and  being  hungry,  I  entered,  and  partook 
of  a  meal, served  up  in  admirable  style.  Af¬ 
ter  my  repast,  I  strolled  down  Walnut 
Street — the  main  avenue — which  is  indeed 
beautiful  and  charming.  On  tbe  corner  of 
Walnut  and  Foreet  Streets,  on  an  eleva 
tion,  is  the  Citt  H  \LL,  the  grounds  around 
which,  are  beautifully  laid  out  and  orna¬ 
mented  by  tree*,  shrubbery,  statuary  and 
fountain*.  On  the  oppoeite  comer  ia  tbe 
splendid,  new  fire-proof  iron  building  of 
the  Daily  Gazette.  This  paper  was  first 
published  in  Bloomfield  in  1870,  under  the 
name  of  the  Bloomfield  Gazette,  in 
1978  it  changed  its  name  to  the  Saturday 
Gazette  and  finally  in  1903  it  became  the 
Moktclaib  Daily  Gazette,  under  the 
editorship  of  Hon.  Rsnsiord  Van  Uieson. 

I  bought  a  copy  of  the  G  a  sett  a,  also  of 
the  Daily  Times.  There  are  15  papers  in 
Montclair,  including  dailies,  weeklies  and 
monthlies.  The  city  Is  supplied  with  gas 
and  also  water  obtained  from  tbe  Passaic. 
One  of  the  principal  considerations  that 
induced  me  to  visit  Montclair,  was  to  see 
the  residence  of  our  late  lamented  Presi¬ 
dent  Austin  D.  Wolte,  on  the  comer  of 
Orange  and  Hillside  Avenues.  On  the 
way.  I  passed  the  old  Montclair  Scbool.and 
stopping  in  awhile,  I  looked  over  the  roll 
of  those  educated  there,  and  found  the 
name  of  Rev.  Bayard  Harrison,  who  nobly 
served  his  canse  by  visiting  the  heathen  in 
China  and  dying  there ;  also  the  name  of 
Senator  James  Turner.  I  visited  President 
Wolfe's  residence,  bat  had  not  time  to  in¬ 
spect  it,  being  obliged  to  harry  away  to 
catfch  the  7-50  down  Pacific  Express,  arri¬ 
ving  in  New-York  at  8-20.

TRAVEL*  IN  AMERICA. 

CuArraa  XXI. 

Mortclaiu,  N.  J.,  Jnly  4th.  1881 

I  had  just  finished  seeing  the  eight*  in 
New  York.  Next  to  New  York,  the  most 
prominent  object  of  interest,  is  Montclair,, 
tbs  far  famed  mountain  city  of  Ntw  Jer 
*7 ;  and  as  the  4th.  was  a  holiday.  I  did 
not  see  bow  I  could  better  employ  my  time 
than  by  visiting  this  beautiful-place  ;  eo  I 
went  to  tbo  foot  of  Cortlandt  street,  and 
crossing  the  elegsnt  Bridge  which  spans 
the  North  River  at  this  point,  and  which 
Isnd*  passengers  safs  in  Jeraey  City,  b 
quicker  time  and  with  less  risk,  than  the 
ferry  bouts  of  ss-venty  yean  ago.  Arriving 
la  Jeraey  City  T  repaired  ta  the  splendid

J.  F.  Randolph,  the  8tated  Clerk  of  the 
Parish  read  the  Minntes  of  the  last  annual 
meeting. 

M.  W.  Dodd,  from  Committee  on  the 
New  Bell,  made  an  elaborate  report  which 
aa  being  the  history  of  tbe  Church  was  or¬ 
dered  on  file. 

A.  T.  Morris,  from  Committee  on  Horse 
Sheds,  made  final  report.  Accepted,  and 
Committee  discharged. 

J.  F.  Randolph,  from  Committee  on 
Sunday  School  Rooms,  reported  progress 

Amzi  Dodd,  from  Committee  of  thirteen 
on  New  Pastor,  made  a  succinct  and  able 
report,  showing  that  the  Committee,  which 
had  several  conferences,  were  powerless, 
and  that  any  action  they  might  take 
woald  be  ineffective  for  good,  for  want  of 
preliminary  definite  action  of  tbe  congre 
gation  on  tbe  subject  of  salary  and  parson 
age,  and  certainty  of  ample  provision  to 
meet  the  obligations  of  the  Church.  The 
report  clrsed  with  instructions  from  the 
Committee  to  surrender  their  appointment, 
and  ask  that  they  be  discharged. 

After  a  discursive  and  somewhat  lengthy 
debate  on  tbe  suggestion*  of  the  report,  a 
resolution  was  adopted  tbst  the  salary  of 
onr  new  pastor,  when  called,  should  be 
$8,000  end  a  parsonage.  An  effort  wa* 
msde  by  Mr.  Joseph  K.  Oekee  to  continne 
the  same  Committee,  bnt  Chancellor  Dodd 
disclaimed  for  that  Committee  eny  with,  or 
evea  willingness  to  be  eleated  en  masse 
The  matter  being  now  in  the  baud*  of  the 
cnngTegatjon  they  should,  he  thought, 
elect  a  new  committee  aa  though  none  bad 
heretofore  existed.

EPIPHANY. 

Report  of  a  Sermon  by  the  Rev.  T. 
JeffersonaDsnner,  at  Christ  Church,  Bloom¬ 
field,  Sunday  morning,  Jsn.  11,  1874. 

Nlmkiiis  xxiv  ;  17.  ‘I  shall  see  lllm,  but  n<  t 
now.  1  shall  behold  Him,  but  not  ulgli.  there 
shall  come  a  slur  out  of  Jacob  and  a  sceptre 
shall  rise  out  <4  Israel,  . 

Epiphany,  called  also  12th  day,  as  a  fes 
tixal  uf  the  Church,  occurs  twelve  days  af¬ 
ter  Christmas.  Tbit  festival  of  the  Church 
celebrated  on  Tueaday  last,  is  one  ot  pecu¬ 
liar  interest,  as  bringing  to  our  notice  the 
great  goodness  and  mercy  of  God,  in  ma¬ 
king  tbe  gospel  free  to  all  mankind.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  festal  day  itself,  we  have  the 
Epiphany  season,  being  the  weeks  interven¬ 
ing  between  Epiphany -dsy  and  the  “Pus 
cbal  season.”  The  Sundays  in  this  season, 
to  use  the  language  ot  another,  “  bear  us 
gently  along  in  the  growing  light  of  the 
Sun  ot  righteousness,  now  manifested  to 
tbe  world." 

The  word  Epiphany,  means  man’fcsta- 
lion.  The  ancient  Church  was  wont  to 
celobrate  nnder  this  festival  several  distinct 
man  i  festal  ions,  namely  ;  Christ’s  manifes 
Ulioa  in  tbe  teah— conceived  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  and  born  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  Ttiis 
the  jirst  man  if  (tint  ion  or  showing  forth — (hr 
manifestation  of  humility’  2d.  The  mani¬ 
festation  to  the  it  it*  tntn,  culled  the  mani¬ 
festation  of  Faith;  in  that  tlie  wise  men 
faithfully  followed  the  leading  of  the  star.

— The  Legislature  nf 
this  State  met  on  Tuesday,  end  promptly 
organized,  with  Senator  Taylor  as  Prcai 
dent  of  t  he  Senate,  and  Ifon.  Garret  A-  Ho¬ 
bart  as  Speaker  oi  the  Honse- 

Governor  Parker's  message  was  sent  in, 
and  presents  some  interesting  particulars. 

The  State  Finance*  are  In  a  very  satis 
factory  condition.  Tha  debt  of  the  State 
is  $2,710,000.  hearing  interest  at  6  per 
cent.,  and  the  Sinking  Fund,  tor  it*  ulti¬ 
mate  liquidation,  now  amonnta  to  just 
about  half  aa  much  aa  the  debt. 

In  the  State  Prison  there  are  600  con¬ 
victs,  and  the  health  and  discipline  are 

good. 

The  Lunatic  Aaylum  Is  overcrowded. 
The  new  one  Using  built  at  Morris  Plain* 
will  coat  $1,500,000,  and  be  a  credit  to  the 
State. 

The  Geological  report,  just  made  public 
shows  tha*  there  are  200  iron  mines  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  State,  yielding  a  pro¬ 
duct  lost  year  of  670,000  tons  of  ore.

Wkat  a  true,  and  mighty  and  Indy 
wi'nom,  both  in  word  and  work,  should 
lit#  CburwU  bear  lit*  Faliraf  aud  lira  Boa.

Bo  Itnioortal  !-  Scattering  its  ray*  into 
every  part  of  the  universe — confined  to  no 
portion  or  space.  And  so  gh/rtous !  — 
brightening  up  tho  great  and  grand  uni- 
verac ot  God!  From  the  soft,  sliver  light 
of  lliu  moon,  the  creeping,  meiiow  light  of 
tho  dawn,  to  the  effulgent  ray*  of  the  mid¬ 
day  tun,  what  grand,  wlmt  glorious  light  I 
i*  a  i*  light,  m>  is  the  Jblesscd  goapr|-  of  tha 
Bon  of  God,  and  of  which,  the  Church  is 
the  tUpotiUiry.  This  goape)  penetrates  in¬ 
to  the  depths  of  the  hevt.  vivifying,  re¬ 
newing  and  strengthening  tbe  soul.  lie 
bleraed  tidings  speeding  good  will,  prncfl 
and  salvation  unto  alt  men.  Univcrtalin 
its  application,  and  all  gloriovt  with  its 
sweet  consolations  in  this  life,  and  the 
bright  promises  ot  cternnl  joy  and  peace  ia 
•‘Jrruaalem  Iht* golden, 

Tbe  borne  of  God'*  elect.” 

In  view  then,  of  the  glorious  light  of  the 
gospel  shed  abroad  among  the  union*  In 
view  of  the  tact  that  Christ  bee  Iracnme 
the  light  of  Hi*  Church  and  the  world — 
iu  view  t if  i tie  fact,  that  this  light  ha*  been 
veuchssfed  unto  each  one  oi  us— that  it 
hath  enlightened  our  heart*  and  minds, 
and  warmed  our  hearts,  what  should  lie  our 
course!  Even  that  we  should  consistently 
walk  therein.  That  wo  should  be  suffi¬ 
ciently  thankful  for  so  inestimable  it  bleat¬ 
ing — and  “so  let  our  light  shin  *  before  men 
that  they  msy  see  our  good  works,  and  glo¬ 
rify  our  father  which  ra  in  Heaven.”

But 
it  we  walk  in  tho  light,  as  lie  is  in  the 
light,  we  have  fellow  shin  one  with  anoth¬ 
er,  and  tho  Irlood  of  Jesrrs  Christ,  His 
Sort,  rlvAnscih  u*  from  all  sin.” 

The  life  rnu«t  lie  in  accordance  with  the 
faith  snd  profession. 

When  the  Wise  men  followed  the  lc«d- 


Thc  manifestation  of  Ditinity,  when  Christ 
performed  his  first  miracle  by  turning  wa¬ 
ter  into  wine — thus  giving  proof  of  His  di¬ 
vine  mission. 

All  these,  however,  are  comprised  under 
the  one  expression-  Iht  manifestation! 

Christ  wn*  born  in  Betldehcin  of  Judea, 
as  it  was  prophesied.  Born  of  the  tine  of 
David.  Within  the  Jewish  Church,  out- 
sida  of  which  Church  or  people,  all  were 
then  accounted  Gentiles  or  heathen.  Before 
Chlist's  birth,  the  Jews  looked  for  the  Mes¬ 
siah  as  one  who  idiould  come  as  the  fweu- 
litr  glory  of  their  own  race.  But  VhecxpCC 
tation  of  the  coming  ot  some  extraordina 
ry  person  was  not  wholly  confined  to  the 
Jews.  Nay,  it  appear*  to  have  been  al 
most  a  universal  expectation.  And  at  tbe 
time  immediately  preceding  Ilia  birth,  the 
thoughts  of  the  people  aeein  to  have  been 
intently  turned  into  this  channel  And  cs 
penally  among  the  learned  of  the  people, 
was  this  expectation  prevalent. 

We  rend  in  St.  Mathew’s  Gospel,  that 
when  Jesus  ws*  born  in  Qcthlehcm,  “there 
came  wise  men  from  the  East  to  Jerusalem 
saying,  where  isHethatisbom.King  of  the 
Jews!  for  wc  have  seen  His  star  in  the 
East,  and  are  coins  to  worship  Him.” 

These  wise  men  were  of  the  number  of 
those  Eastern  philosophers,  cnllrd  MSgT  — 
men  who  devoted  themselves  to  the  study 
of  astronomy  and  philosophy.  Those  wise 
men-  these  Mlgl  had  a  higher  and  truer 
conception  of  God— had  better  noticna 
concerning  lit*  worship  of  tiro  Supreme 
Being,  than  had  the  unlearned  heathen 
around  them, 

Hew  proper  that  they  by  the  loading  of 
the  star  should  toms ,/trtt  to  the  Saviour's 
manger-cradle!  It  may  be  but  natural  to 
wonder  how  they  knew,  or  why  they  aup- 
poted  that  the  appearanra  of  thia  star  was 
significant  of  the  birth  of  the  Ron  of  God; 
or,  at  least  of  the  advent  of  that  person, 
concerning  whom  thero  wa*  a  general  ex¬ 
pectation.  We  may  meet  tbi*  spirit  of  worn 
dcr  in  several  ways. 

Tlirae  wise  men  may  have  had  some  spe 
rial  premonition— some  God  sent  enlight¬ 
enment.  Or.  they  may  have  had  In  re 
membranrs  thia  prophecy  of  Balaaiq,  con¬ 
cerning  tb*  Etar  of  Jacob,  quoted  as  onr 
•ext.  They  rasr  this  star  I  they  followed 
its  leading  ontll  "It  stood  over  where  tb* 
young  child  was.”  There,  in  His  manger- 
cradle,  they  found  the  God-child  I  Then 
and  there  was  the  promised  Messiah  first 
manifested  t«  the  whole  world  by  these 
M*gl-  -coming  as  the  first  fruit*  of  th* 
Gentile  nations,  to  honor  snd  worship  the 
Infant  Ravfaur  of  mankind — -tho  Bavlonr 
of  Jew  and  Gentile — ol  bond  and  free  I 
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they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great  joy, — 
they  fell  down  And  worshipped  Him, — 
they  poured  out  their  gifts — gold,  frankin¬ 
cense  and  myrrh.  And  when  they  depart¬ 
ed,  they  returned  not  unto  Herod,  with 
the  tiding*  of  Christ’s  birth  place,  as  he 
had  requested  them  to  do.  For  they  had 
been  warned  inn  dream  that  Herod  sought 
to  kill  the  young  child,  therefore  they  re- 
luraed  uuto  their  own  country  by  another 
wry, 

Beloved,  are  we  so  careful,  so  consider¬ 
ate  of  Chlist's  presence.  Chriat  as  mani¬ 
fested  in  our  heart*,  a*  were  these  wise 
men  of  Christ's  person  Christ  manitrated 
in  the  flesh. 

They  disregarded  the  request  or  com¬ 
mand  ot  the  powerful  King,  and  obeyed 
the  heavenly  vision,  thus  preventing  th* 
intended  attempt  upon  th*  life  of  the-  new¬ 
born  Saviour. 

Christ  has  manifested  IHmself  in  our 
lienrtA.  Tit*-  Holy  Spirit  hath  taken  up 
His  abode  in  theheartsof  men. 

Ilow  many  having  found  the  light  of  th* 
world — having  once  poured  out  tlieii  girts 
before  tho  God-niaa,  Imve  yet  returned 
unlo  the  same  country  whence  they  came, 
and  bytheanine  wny  !  bringing  teproach 
upon  Christ  in  the  midst  ot  His  enemies, 
having  crucified  their  Lord  sfresli  by  their 
sins  and  shortcomings.
